"There's a limit to the insults I'l

burg, former Justice of the su 
prcme court, an<J one of the alter 
neys for O'Shea-Rogrers Co., said 'In 
a rather -*xclted voice to Clinton J. 
Campbell, one of the attorneys for 
the American Lesion In the ca.sp 
now on trial in the equity division 
of District court. In which the local 
le»lon post and others are seeking: 
to have annulled the 9»-year lease 
granted on the auditorium property 
by Lancaster .county to O'Shea- 
Rogers. 
The 
notice 
of limitation was 


served by Mr. Flansburg just be 
fore the adjournment of court Fri 
day afternon and Judge 
J". "H 


Broady, before whom the case is 
being tried, also informed the at- 
torneys, after he had, by vigorous 
pounding on his desk, succeeded in 
seating them, that there was also a 
limit to what the court would stand, 
advising them 
In 
very 
forceful 
manner to keep their personal mat- 
ters outside the court room. 


While the temperature without 
was highly charged with American 
thermal units, it had nothing on 
that within the temple of justice at 
rather frequent intervals during the 
the eptire afternoon. R. H.* Rogers 
of O'Shea-Rogers Co., was On the 
witness Stand and was being ex- 
amined by Mr. Campbell as to the 
conection of Mr. Rogers' firm with 
the auditorium lease and the nego- 
tiations leading up to its execution. 
Mr. Flansburg objected at times to 
the line of questioning being pur- 
sued, claiming that the matters in- 
quired about were immaterial and 
having nothing to do with the 
issues in the case. 


Says Shurtleff Engineered Deal 
In giving his reasons for askim? 


the questions Mr. Campbell stated 
that it was his intention, to show- 
that the entire matter was conceived 
and engineered by Bruce Shurtleff, 
who got O'Shea-Rogers Into the 
deal because their standing was 
higher than his and for thin reason 
his name was kept out of the deal. 
They were merely used as pawns 
or checkers in a game in which a 
fraud was perpetrated upon the 
county, it was declared by the at- 
torney. 
The attention of the witness was 
called by the attorney to a contract 
which had been entered into on 
July 1, seven days before the sign- 
Ing- of the lease with the county. 
This contract was between O'Shea- 
Rogers, Shurtleff and Charles Ol- 
son. 
It provided the terms upon 


which the property was to be taken 
and used by the parties, the several 
liabilities and other details. Among 
other things is a provision for shar- 
ing the expense of obtaining the 
lease, attorney fees and cost of liti- 
gation. 
Mr. Campbell asked Mr. 
Rogers if any money had ever been 
paid in under this section of the 
contract and the question was ob- 
jected to. 
Mr. Campbell stated that 
he 


wanted to know if any of this money 
had been paid in and if any had 
been so paid he wanted to know 
where it went. A hot colloquy be- 
tween the attorneys took place, Mr. 
Campbell referring- to the proposed 
fund as a "jackpot," the use of 
which he proposed to probe. He 
also talked of fraud upon the coun- 
ty and it was at the end of this 
tiiat Mr. Flansburg withdrew his 
objection to the question and said 
that there was a limit to he in- 
sults which he would take. 
Mr. 


Rogers said that no money had 
been paid into the fund. 
Early in his examination of Mr* 


Ropers, Mr. Campbell slated that 
his line of questioning was for the 
purpose of showing that the \vi; 
ness know little of the transaction 
in controversy, which he claimed, 
was engineered by Mr. Shurtleff. 
lie asked the witness when 
the 


mutter of submitting- a bid on the 
iiudltorium property first occurred 
to or was mentioned to him and 
tlie witness was not certainn, but 
thought that it WHS sixty or ninetj 
days before the bid was submitted.

Statistician Says Outlook 


For Nebraska Darkest

Continued Drouth Seriously 


Injures Small Grain

Crop prospects in Nebraska on 


June 1 were the poorest in recent 
years, A. E. Anderson, federal crop 
statistician, declared in his Juno 
report made public here today, 


Continued drouth has injured all 


small grain and hay crops and even 
t-ome of the corn is needing mois- 
ture badly, said Mr. Andfenson. Con- 
ditions, 
however, 
are 
somewhat 
better in the extreme western and 
eastern sections of the state. 
The statistician pave the condi- 


tion of winter wheat as" 64'percent, 
Indicating a production of o5,139,- 
GOfl bushels as compared to 31,661,- 
000 bushels last year. The increase 
is accounted for in the additional 
acreage of gram this year. 
"Howpvr." said Mr. Anderson. 


"there has been a marked •deterio 
tion since June 1, the date to whici 
this report i elates, over the greater 
part of tha state. Continued severe 
drouth with no sub-soil moisture 
has caused the wheat to head short 
and. to fire. 
"Part of the winter wheat crop 


would still improve it' moisture was 
received. However, it appears that 
some of the crop will be a failui3. 
Two week* ago, some of the far- 
meis in s,outh 
central 
Nebraska 


were turning under •their wheat 
and 
planting corn.

It Ukea approximately 10 tons of chew* to feed 


the inmates and employes at 17 penal and charitable 
Institutions of Nebraska each year. Heretofore, the 
state has been sending 14,000 a year or more to fac- 
tories In New Tork, Wisconsin and pther state* for 
this commodity. Now the board of control has ar- 
ranged to buy cheese manufactured In Nebraska and 
the money will stay hero. 


It Is-hardly a year since the first cheescmaklns1 


plant In this state began operations at Seottsbluff. 
The Industry has proven . 
successful in that short 


time that several additional factories have been es- 
tablished in the North Platte valley, and steps are 
being- taken to start others In central and southern 
Nebraska. Most of these are under co-operative own- 
ership of farmers and milk producers. 


Here is an Instance where farmers have helped 


themselves very substantially by taking advantage of 
natural conditions favorable to the creation of a new 
market for their products close at hand. .They hav« 
Jone this without any aid or "relief" from govern- 
mental sources. They owe nothing of their success tb 
politicians who are blatantly procllminf their de- 
sire to assist agriculture. What they have accom- 
plished is due entirely to their own enterprise and 
management. 


It seems strange that cheese manufacture should 


not have been taken up long before this in a state 
where buttermaking has been practiced for a half a. 
century and constitutes one of the foremost industries. 
It was inevitable, however, that the expansion" of 
dairying activities which has been taking place in late 
years should sooner or later focus attention upon the 
production of cheese, along with butter. 
, In the North Platte valley there is a happy com-

But the state 
of Nebraska, with" its million and a half people, and 
the neighboring- states with several millions more pro- 
vide a consuming demand that readily absorbs all the 
cheese the factories can turn out. Inhabitants of the 
Missouri valley region will be glad to buy and use the 
Nebraska product on their tables if its quality equals 
hat of what they have been accustomed to; and as 
o quality there is no reason on earth why Nebraska 
cheese should not match the best. 


The great agricultural west is finding its best de- 


•elopment in the operation of industries natural to 
he region. It produces vast quantities of meats and 
ther animal products; flour, cornmcal, feeds, cereals, 


macaroni and baked goods; ice cream, candies, con- 
ecttons and bottled drinks, canned fruits and vege- 
tables; butter, ep-gs. live and dressed poultry: sugar 
rom beets: and many other foodstuffs, in addition to 
ts enormous crops of grain, potatoes, hay, apples, 
He., which are sold in the raw. There are enough of 
hese articles to supply the state's own needs and have 
a large surplus left over to s^ll elsewhere.

It would probably be sound econ- 
omy to take the $350,000 to be used in remodelling the 
White House, and add enough to it to build a new one.
